priation to maintain 21 government

It is 
the first message the povemor has 
sent on this subject and it indicates 
that the large expenditures provid- 
ed by this session are a source of 
uneasiness in official circles. While 
the governor's message votes specifi- 
cally with the labor agency bill, he 
places emphasis on the financial con- 
dition of the state.

proximately S-13,000,000 for the. bi- 
eunium as compared with $54,000,000 
by the last legislature.

clude the amount required for the 
NYC educational bill, which may call 
fcV from to to ten million dollars 
more.

"The bill suspends chapter 6G of 


the statutes of Wisconsin for 1917, 
entitled "Excise and the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors." The suspension 
of this section permits the sale of 
beverages and patent medicines of 
less than 2% per cent alcoholic con-, 
tents without restriction. 
In my 


judgment this should not be done. 


"Malt or vinous beverages, per- 


mitted to be sold under the provi- 
sions of bill No. 146 S,, should not bp 
sold without a permit subject to the 
rules and regulations that controlled 
the sale of such beverages when the 
alcoholic contents -were,not rejrulat- 
ed by law. 
The law regulating the 


sale and handling of the products 
above referred to should forbid the 
sale to minor's and all other persons 
to whom this privilege was formerly 
denied. 


"The location of places where 


these beverages are sold should also 
be controlled by the statute. I have 
particular reference to the provi- 
sions of chapter 66 which, with sonic 
exceptions, prohibited the sale of 
liquor within certain distances of 
any school, college or the university, 
any church, soldiers' camp or sol- 
diers' home.

For the first time this session the 


assembly passed a bill over the gov- 
ernor's veto. The state affairs com- 
mittee bill providing for the removal 
of appointive state officers by th* 
legislature was passed Tuesday by 
a vote of ,50 to 21. 
This bill was 


originally introduced by C, E. Han- 
son and passed both houses almost 
unanimously. 
It was Vetoed by 


Gov. 
Philipp and the state agairs 


committee reintroduced the measure, 
with but slight amendments when it 
was again passed -and vetoed by the 
executive two weeks ago. 


The assembly refused to pass over 


the governor's veto the Masiakows':i 
state life insurance fund bill, the 
Ehl man bill, relating to the ap- 
pointment of deputy clerks of courts 
in Milwaukee, and the Metcalfe bill 
relating to the removal or passage 
or barriers on highways. The Met- 
calfe bill was vetoed because it per- 
mitted only on« barrier, to close a 
highway instead of one at each end. 
and a new bill correcting that pro- 
vision' will be introduced and passe 1.

ture carry the questions of national 
dispute to a court of final artitra-1 
tion and in many, if not most in- 
stances, avoid horrors and injustices 
of war. 
With the right to withdraw, I feel 


that there is.no .need to fear-"the 
•idingerous1:1 'surrender '-of • nnyy of—the 
fundamental principles',and rights of 
the American people...Therefore, I 
am willing to take it and try-it and 
hope that from the seed that is 
planted today, in its fruition, the 
final peace of thfijiworld may be 
found. 


.. Likes Its Theories. 


"I am more interested in.the prin- 


ciples enunciated in the clauses re- 
lating to the league of nations than 
I am in the powers given for its 
government, for on these principles 
the future life of • the league -must 
depend. 
"But the greatest principle of the 


league tending to keep the peace of 
•the world is that which/ declares 
'That the high contracting parties 
to this'treaty shall undertake to re- 
spect -and preserve against external 
aggression the political independence 
and the 
territorial 
integrity _ of 


every member of the league.' 


"You may say: Then, why should 


we become involved in an alliance 
that may drag us into the disputes, 
the disasters and the dangers of 
other nations?'
